THE OSTRICH POLICY. 
HIDING THEIR DIMINISHED HEADS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 23.—The private 
caucuses of the different State delegations con- 
tinue to de held, and reports of the proceedings 
are some way obtained by the newspapers. 
These publications are not made without pro- 
test, and are denounced as infamous betrayals 
of confidence. It happens, however, that there 
are many Republicans of prominence who are 
invited to these conferences who do not believe 
in the ostrich policy, and who will not consent 
that any clique of men, for purposcs of 
their own, shall ‘use the party gag, and 
whip, and spur, to keep from the public 
the very acts of their representatives 
which the people have the first right 
to know. It is fortunate for the Administra- 
tion and for the Republicans of the country that 
there are men enough who 
: DEFY CAUCUS TYRANNY 
to keep the public informed as to the real con- 
dition of sentiment bere. These caucuses have 
established the fact that many Republicans in 
Congress do not agree with some of the feat- 
ures of Administrative policy. The most as- 
tounding feature of the case is that experienced 
members and a very experienced Cabinet officer 
should think that the public are de- 
ceived as to the real sentiments of 
the party, or that a final adjustment 
of the difference can be avoided by postpone- 
ment. The only plans which have been sug- 
gested as a means of curing these differences 
are 

AS COWARDLY AS THEY ARE IMPOLITIC. 
The few leaders say that party unity is a par- 
amount consideration, but they deny that that 
unity can be secured by a leap in the dark or by 
sullen silence. The Republicans do not have it 
in their power to control the action of the 
House. and, whatever the decision of the caucus 
may be as to voting or not voting 
upon any political measures, the skilled 
Democratic parliamentarians will soon be able to 
compel the House to squarely meet the pend- 
ing issues. The Democrats know the benefit of 
partisan tactics, aud will profit by the diflicul- 
ties of the Republican situation, and the Repub- 
licans, whether they vote or do not vote, cannot 
avoid 

LEAVING A RECORD 

which will show their direct approval or indi- 
rect approval of the Administration. These are 
the views of some of the party leaders. They 
say that the honest, manly way is the best way, 
and that every Republican member must be 
left to vote according to his own convictions, 
whatever the result may be, and that contempt 
only will attach to any attempt to evade this 
issue. 

The illinois delegation may have heard some 
talk of this kind. If the delegation shall vote 
unitedly on the question of the President’s 
policy it will be either because some of the 
members have changed their opinions or have 
surrendered them to caucus dictations. These 
caucuses do not escape 

SOME HARD NAMES. 
They are called class meetings“ and ‘‘expert- 
ence meetings,“ convened for the purpose of 
bulldozing the President into making appoint- 
ments satisfactory to the Congressmen. 

It is commented upon as a little singular that 
a conference which had the appearance at least of 
rank mutiny should have been held at the 
house of a Cabinet Minister. Meanwhile the 
President, if amiably stubborn, is genial, and is 
not disposed to seek a quarrel with anybody. 
He does not cling to his opinions with such te- 
pacity that he is not willing to listen to oppos- 
ing Views, and he said to-day that he is very 
hepeful that the present difficulties within the 
party will soon be removed, and that harmony 
will soon be restored. 

CONFERENCES. 

The President is said to have caused it to be 
understood that he is specially anxious to con- 
fer with those Kepubiicans who, for many 
causes, are dissatisfied, and several of these 
who bave been invited have already talked with 
him upon the features of his policy which has 
created the difference. The results of these in- 
terviews have been such as to strengthen the 
feeling among prominent members of the 
House and Senate that the party must be held 
together, and that the main cause of diffcfnce 
with the President can be so adjusted as to in- 
sure harmonious action. 


THE ANXIOUS ONES. 
WISCONSIN UNITED STATES JUDGESHIP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 23.—There is an 
animated contest over the vacant United States 
Judgeshiv for the Western District of Wiscon- 
sin, recently held by Judge Hopkins. The Re- 
publican Congressional deiegation divides its 
support among threecandidates—Alonzo Bunn, 
Cassaday, of Janesville, and O. B. Thomas. Sen- 
ators Cameron and Howe and Representatives 
Pound, Humphreys, and Caswell favor Bunn, 
of Sparta County. Cameron and Ponnd called 
upon the President to-day in the interest of 
Bunn. Hazelton recommends Thomas, while 
Charles G. Williams indorses Cassaday. It is 
uncertain what the decision of the President 
will be, but it is expected that he will take one 
of these three candidates.

UNITED UPON 3IMON CAMERON. - 
The suggestion probably came from Don Cam- 
erop. Li the story told by members of the 
delegation is true, the Seeretary is in an un- 
pleasant position. They say that Evarts pledged 
his word, but the Secretary of State could have 
hardly thought that the delegation would have 
chosen Simon Cameron, thé most conspicuous 
representative of the spoils system, to 
be Minister under the Hayes Administration 
to the Court of St. James. The Pennsylvania 
Congressmen, however, say the, promise must 
be fultiiled, and boast that Cameron’s name 
will be speedily sent to the Senate. It is per- 
haps needless to say that both Secretary Evarts 
and the President were greatly astonished.

THE DISCUSSION OF THIS MATTER 
is general to-night, and there is a universal feel- 
ing that the discussion of the question will mark 
one of the most important eras m the life 
of this Administration. It seems incredible that 
such an appointment can be made, and in this 
feeling all those agree who wish the President to 
carry out the reform which he has projected. 
The action taken by this delegation has intro- 
duced a serious element into the pending cam- 
paign in Pennsylvania.

A TALK WITH SENOR MATA. 
Special Disvatch to Tie Chicage Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 23.—The Worid’s Washing- 
ton special says Senor Mata, representative of 
the Diaz Government in Mexico to Washington, 
who has not been received and accredited by 
the Administration, has announced his intention 
of returning to Mexico within a few days. He 
will probably sail by the next steamer from New 
Orleans. It has been rumored that the reason 
for Mata’s departure was disgust at 
his non-recognition by this Government, 
and that in leaving Washington he 
would abandon all hopes of securing friendly 
political relations between the Diaz Government 
and the United States. In a conversation with 
the correspondent of the World this evening, 
Mata said: “it is true that I am about to re- 
turn home. I have remained here already a 
mouth longer than I intended, and I cannot 
8 endure the elimate during the winter. 

hen I left home I intended to remain only 
two months in the North, but at the expiration 
of that time my Government requested me to 
remain atime further. I am not at all diseust- 
ed with my treatment in Washington. 
1 have deen received kindly. rue, 
the United States Government has not 
officially recugnized me as the representative of 
the Mexican Government, but I have not aban- 
doned the hope of the ultimate recognition of 
our Government by the authorities in Washing- 
ton. I judge that negotiations in progress be- 
tween Mexico and the American Minister, Fos- 
ter, will be satisfactory. What the terms 
proposed as a basis of cordial relations between 
the two Governments are, I am not at liberty to 
state. In my opinion the border troubles will 
be adjusted satisfactorily.”

AMERICAN TRADE WITH GERMANY. 
Washington Special to Poston Globe. 

In further response to the circular recently 
issued by the Department of State to our 
diplomatic and consular officers as to the best 
mode of promoting trade between the United 
States and their respective countries and dis- 
tricts, the Consul at Sonneberg, Germany, has 
forwarded a dispatch, in which he says the 
manufactures of the consular district of Sonne- 
berg are principally toys, chinaware, porcelain, 
and other fancy articles, the chief market for 
which has been the United States, but our own 
manufactures, protected by the high tariff, 
have seriously interfered with the export 
trade of that district. The Consul, ein 
order to meet requirements of the 
trade circular from the 
State, entered into communication with the 
leading merchants, manufacturers, and export- 
ers of his district upon the subject under con- 
sideration. He has forwarded with his dispatch 
copies of the answers of these persons, and 
their unanimous opinion is that one of the 
requisite conditions for tbe enlargement of 
trade between that part of Germany and the 
United States is a modification of our tariff, for 
they assert that it cannot be expected that Ger- 
man manufacturers and merchants can take an 
interest in the extension of American trade in 
Germany while German manutacturers are shut 
out from the American market by a prohibitory 
tariff.

tionary ladders, and it was by means of these 
that the Fire was enabled 
promptly to pour a stream of water into the 
burning Museum from a commanding posi- 


| fire and averted a disastrous conflagration. 


The lesson should teach the insurance com- 
panies to cause the universal adoption of 
stand-pipes and ladders by a proper discrim- 
ination in rates. The only difficulty encount- 
ered by the Department was in unscrewing 
the joints to attach the hose to the stand- 
pipes, and this should suggest a provision 
for the inspection of the pipes by the Fire 
Department, and such attention as may be 
necessary to keep them from rusting.

The full extent of the horrors of the col- 
liery explosion at High Blantyre on Monday 


begins to unfold itself as the efforts proceed 
for the rescue of the unfortunate miners.

has had for many years. 

The ticket thus presented by the Repub- 
licans has the same promise for reform in 
county affairs as that given and fulfilled by 
the Republicans in rescuing the City Govern- 
ment from the bummers and plundorers. It 
is so strong that we believe that nothing 
short of a successful resort to ballot-box 
stuffing can defeat it, and the citizens should 
take good care not to be swindled out of 
their rights by any such means. The as- 
surance of its success is so great that no 
danger need be apprehended from the Demo- 
crats-in case they give themselves up 
to the gang” which is seeking 
to control their action.

is no longer a matter of as much concern as 
it was while the Republican nominations 
were in doubt. The ticket now presented 
can be elected over any and every other ticket 
that shall be tainted with a suspicion of bum- 
merism. 


SENATOR HORTOR'Ss ADVICE. 

Senator Monrox's Republicanism will 
scarcely be called in question by ny body; 
nor should the patriotism and good inten- 
tion of anything he says now be doubted, 
when his physical condition gives him not 
the slightest hope for future preferment. 
There is every reason that his utterances 
should command all the respect due to the 
dying words of a great man. It is for this 
reason that the article in the Indianapolis 
Journal on the attitude of the Administra- 
tion, which was written to express Senator 
Morron’s views, and was approved by Sena- 
tor Morton before its publication, ought to 
act asa restraint upon the politicians who 
are seeking either openly or covertly to em- 
barrass President Hayxs. There is not one 
among all those who are antagonizing the 
Administration policy that can claim 80 
steadfast an adherence to the Repub- 
lican party, or the same term and 
usefulness of service in the Republican 
cause, as Senator Morton. Yet he sees 
nothing in the situation which can justify a 
doubt of the President’s loyalty to the Re- 
publican party, or warrant the efforts which 
the machine politicians are making to de- 
prive the President of the support and co- 
operation of the party which elected him. 
As a party leader, and as an uncompromis- 
ing defender of Republican principles and 
discipline, Senator Morton dwarfs all the 
men who are now flourishing their trun- 
cheons in the effort to intimidate President 
Hares, and yet he has faith in the results of 
the Southern policy, applauds the purpose 
of the new departure in the public service, 
discerns in both the sequence of Republican 
promises, and demands that the Republicans 
in Congress shall not embarrass the Admin- 
istration by factious opposition either to 
measures or appointments, but shall do 
everything in their power to promote bar- 
mony between the Administration and the 
party, which have a common interest. 

This counsel has a very different sound 
from the ravings of the small politicians who 
are seeking to identify President Hayrss’ posi- 
tion with that of President Jonnson at the 
close of the War. It wouki be about as 
reasonable to institute a comparison between 
the careers of Annan LiNco~n and 
Jzurrenson Davis as between Harzs and 
Jounson. Jonwson rushed in to arrogate 
the functions of Congress, and assumed to 
override the laws that had been passed and 
enforce others which had never been enact- 
ed. He sought to nullify the results of the 
War by a recognition of the old State Gov- 
ernments at the South, with C onstitutions 
and codes which would have restored the 
blacks to slavery. He would have aban. 
doned all the principles which the 
War had made triumphant, and would 
have instituted à condition of things at 
the South which, sooner or later, would 
have rendered another war inevitable. Pres- 
ident Hares, on the contrary, started out 
with a demand for the complete recognition 
of the principles the War had established, 
and the thorough protection of the blacks in 
their personal and political rights, as the 
basis of his policy toward the South. The 
policy of the preceding Administration, 
which had sought to maintain the supremacy 
of the carpet-bag Governments by force of 
arms, had failed to secure peace and political 
equality. Some change was necessary. 
There was but one of two courses open to 
the new Administration. The one was to 
increase the army, declare the South ina 
state of siege, and dominate it as a van- 
quished and hostile province. This would 
have been contrary to the professions of the 
Republican declaration of principles on 
which Hares was elected; it would have 
been at variance with the amnesty laws and 
the spirit of American Government; it would 
also have been impossible, in the 
face of a flat refusal by Congress 
to vote army supplies. The other course 
was to withdraw the army of occupation, 
to extend the hand of fellowship to the 
Southern people, to treat them as equals and 
friends, to permit them to manage their own 
domestic affairs, and to trust them to carry 
out the constitutional amendments. This is 
the policy which Presiden at Hayes adopted, 
but not before exacting and receiving the 
most public and unequivocal pledges as to 
the preservation of the peace, the protection 
of the negroes, and the promotion of free, 
public educational facilities for blacks and 
whites. These pledges were given by such 
men and in such manner as to commit the 
honor of the Southern people to their fulfill- 
ment, and during the six months that have 
since elapsed there has been no occurrence 
which warrants adoubt as to their good faith. 
There is nothing in all this which leads so 
fierce and consistent a partisan as Senator 
Morton to quarrel with the Administration; 
then why should politicians whose Repub- 
licanism is of a frailer character than his 
cavil and lament ? 

Senator Morton likewise apprehends.cor- 
rectly the spirit and purpose of the Presi- 
dent's Civil-Service policy. President Harzs 
came into office at the time when there was 
almost a universal protest against the abuses 
in the public service. The Government pat- 
ronage had come to be likened to a vast po- 
litical machine, run in the interest of cliques, 
combinations, and rings. The two con- 


spicuoas evils were the dictation of appoint- | 
ments by Congressmen and the manipula- 
tion of local conventions by Government 
officers with the aid of the patronage they 
controlled. There was a general demand for 
the abatement of these abuses. The news- 
papers denounced them on all sides, and 
conventions of the people called for their re- 
form. The President construed these pub- 
lic expressions to be honest ; he laid particu- 
lar stress upon them in his letter of accept- 
ance, and he proceeded, after his inaugura- 
tion, to apply them to the conduct of the 
Government. No intelligent man has ever 
suspected that his Civil-Service order was 
intended to contract the political free- 
dom of those attached to the Government 
service ; its purpose was to assure the same 
freedom to those not attached to the Govern- 
ment service. It was a notice to Govern- 
ment employes that they must not use the 
Government patronage to manipulate local 
conventions, pack caucuses, and make up 
slates in the interest of particular politicians, 
and thus practically prevent the people from 
choosing their own representatives in Con- 
gress and the local agents to whom they 
must intrust the administration of local af- 
fairs. Hands off to this extent, were the in- 
structions issued by the President, and after 
that you may exert all your personal influ- 
ence, use all your eloquence by mouth or 
pen, employ all the time not belonging to 
the Government, spend all the money you 
choose not forced from Government em- 
ployes by implied threats of dismissal, and 
otherwise do everything you think proper, 
like every other citizen, to assist in the 
electioff of your candidate. To Congressmen 
he simply said that there must be no more 
Congressional dictation, such as that exercised 
by a late Senator from Illinois, who insisted 
upon the appointmentof acertain person to a 
Chicago office after another had been named, 
simply as a test whether he, as Senator, did 
or did not control Illinois patronage. The 
stand taken by President Hayes in this mat- 
ter is the only one under which the spoils 
system can be combated; and, if the spoils 
system is not to be combated, but encour- 
aged and sustained, then we are in favor of 
giving it to the Democratic party who origi- 
nated it, and who understand its manage- 
ment better than any other party. If we are 
to be given over to political despotism, then 
let the Democratic party engineer it, and let 
the machine men of the Republican party go 
over to the Democrats and make common 
cause with them; the professions of the Re- 
publican party have always been the other 
way. 


WHAT REALLY AILS THE IMPLACABLES. 
The fight of the Implacables, or those 


Congressmen who do not want to lose their 
patronage and other official perquisites, has 
a serious side and a ridiculous side. They 
are net altogether to be censured for their 
conduct, for the situation in which they find 
themselves is a novel one. They are not ac- 
customed to it. They are used to moving 
in a certain rut, but the rut has led them 
into strange places, brought them under a 
new set of circumstances, surrounded them 
with novel conditions, and there are no tra- 
ditions or précedents to guide them. The 
old grooves are warped, and the machine 
don’t run as it did. It is hard to teach old 
horses new tricks. Perhaps the President 
would have succeeded better if he had had 
new, fresh men instead of the old hide-bound 
fellows to deal with; but not having them it 
is not to be wondered at perhaps that the 
old horses rear, and kick, and balk, and try 
to bite. ö 

It has hitherto been the Presidential cus- 
tom to meet the members of.Congress in a 
cozy corner, where all the little jobs in 
bargain and sale have been transacted,—a 
sort of Congressional Clearing-House. Here 
the President has been accustomed to meet 
the members of his party and do the amia- 
ble. It was a cheerful Mutual Admiration 
Society, where there was much patting of 
backs and honey-fugling. If the President 
had a pet apppointment he wished to press 
through, his method was to confer with the 
Congressmen in the lobby and promise them 
their appointments if they would confirm 
his. ‘They patronized each other, admired 
each other, smiled upon ¢ach other, and 
there was an era of good feeling and beam- 
ing blandishment based upon mutual conces- 
sions in the appointing power. Everything 
was lovely. But now comes a President 
who does not believe in this kind of thing: 
When the Implacables went to the cozy cor- 
ner with their pockets filled with appointments 
for Tom, Dick, and Harry, they found no 
President there. It was something new. The 
President was actually not attending to his 
business. The Mutual Admiration Society 
was ‘* busted,” because it is a game that re- 
quires two. When they went to see about 
it, they found that the President would 
not lobby. He would not buy the 
appointments he wanted by making ap- 
pointments he did not want. He had 
nothing to buy, nothing to sell, and nothing 
to swap. He would not wine anybody, car- 
riage-drive anybody, emile upon anybody, or 
pat anybody upon the back. To their utter 
astonishment, they founda President who 
showed his hand every time. He had no lit- 
tle jobs to set up, no little arrangements to 
make with any one. He had no particular 
understanding with any one, no kitchen Cabi- 
net, no hole in the wall, n> secret, under- 
ground connections with the other end of the 
Capital. His transactions with Senators and 
Representatives were all open and above 
board. His policy was so straightfor- 
ward that the wayfaring man, though 
a fool, could understand it. He 
wouldn’t coax a member of Congress, 
neither would he conciliate one. He hada 
great deal of responsibility of his own, and 
he always acted on it. He submitted such 
appointments as he believed to be for the 
best interests of the country, and it made 
little difference to him whether the Senate 
confirmed them or not. -His responsibility 
was over when he had made them, and he 
did not go down to the cozy corner to do any 
fine wire-work. In point of fact, he con- 
ducted the Executive business just as any 
sagacious merchant would conduct his affairs. 
The Constitution giving him the power of 
making appointments, he made them in the 
shortest and most direct manner, and not 
finding anything in the Constitution requir- 
ing him to go down to the Capitol and soft- 
soap this man or conciliate that man, he 
didn’t go. In short, he was the Executive, 
exercising the Executive power to the best 
of his judgment, and did not conceive that 
it was a part of his duty or essential to the 
popular interests to influence members of 
Congress, or intermeddle with their busi- 
ness, nor did he conceive that they had any 
right to meddle with him. 

All this was new and strange, and it con- 
founded them. Not exactly understanding 
it, they got mad and tried to make a quarrel 
with him; but as he won't quarrel, they are 
having a hard time of it. Meanwhile, he 
keeps on in the even tenor of his way as if 
he had not stepped into an ant-hill and set 


the whole nest in commotion, If they 
don't confirm his appointments, well and 


good,—the responsibility rests with them. 
If they make laws that he thinks is wrong, 
he will veto them. He is not a candidate 
for re-election, consequently he can afford to 
carry out his policy without fear or favor, 
and thus far his policy has recom- 
mended itself to the people. He has 
reduced the expenses of Government. 
He has weeded out the sinecures and useless 
old barnacles. He has reduced the pay-roll 
of the Civil Service over a million of dollars. 
He has made the collection of the revenue 
more honest. He has secured the enforce- 
ment of the laws. He has performed his 
duties exactly as the Constitution sets forth. 
It has required no strain upon the people to 
get used to it, for that is the idea of govern- 
ment that people have who are not politicians, 
or time-servers, or place-hunters, or agents 
for bummers, but mere honest, law-abiding, 
public-spirited citizens, who have the good 
of the Republican party dnd the best inter- 
ests of the country at heart. The Implaca- 
ble politicians in Washington who believe 
in spoils and machinations are not yet used 
to it, and therefore are trying to quarrel 
with the President. Every man of them has 
placed a chip on his shoulder, but if the 
President won’t knock it off, how are they to 
get up a fight? 


SHALL MONEY BE SCARCE OR ABUN- 
DANT 

The whole theory on which the demon- 

etization of silver is defended and advocated 

is that there there is too much metallic 

money in existence; that since 1818, when 

gold was discovered in California, the stock 


of the precious metals has been so increasing. 


that the value of all other commodities has 
risen and that of gold and silver declined. 
In other words, that silver and gold have 
lost part of their purchasing power because 
of their profusion, and that the remedy for 
this is to reduce the quantity of metallic 
money by discontinuing the coinage and by 
demonetizing one of the metals. Hence the 
combined effort begun several vears ago to 
demonetize silver, add to the value of an 
exclusive gold money, depreciate the reiative 
value of other commodities, and add to the 
enormous charge of public and private 
debt. Any addition to the value of money, 
such as may result from a large 
reduction of the stock of , metal 
in use, must of necessity bear heavily and 
oppressively upon those persons and those 
countries which are in debt. On the other 
hand, whatever loss which may be sustained 
by the creditor class, by the slow and almost 
imperceptible decline in the value of money, 
resulting from an increase of the quantity of 
the precious metals, is amply compensated 
to that class by the corresponding increase 
of value of all other kinds of property. 
The creditor class are, as a body, the owners 
of property; the scarcity of money and the 
increase of its purchasing power may swell 
the profits in the way of interest on loans 
and of the money in hand; but if the money 
be so increased in quantity that it loses 
some of its purchasing power, the expansion 
of the values of property and the activity 
given to all manner of business amply make 
good to the creditor the loss he may sustain 
in the extraordinary value of money during 
a scarcity. 

Those who advocate the demonetization 
of silver, that the bulk of money may be re- 
duced and its value increased in exchanges 
for other property, belong to that class of 
dconomists who think human happiness is 
best promoted the nearer affairs can be 
brought to a condition of famine. Scarcity 
is advocated as a blessing and abundance as 
an intolerable evil. If agriculturists, they 
would have a failure of all crops save their 
own, that bread would command any price 
they might place on it; and so of all other 


commodities—a famine in all things of 


which they hold the stock on hand would 
be hailed by them asa Divine interposition 
in their behalf. This sublime selfishness is 
now exhibited in the complaint of the 
money-holders that there is too much metal- 
lic money; that it is too cheap; that land 
and wheat are too costly; that the invome 
from money loaned is too small; and, there- 
fore, they demand that the Governments of 
the world sball discard silver and shall re- 
duce metallic money to gold exclusively. 
This will be in the interest of scarcity,—a 
partial famine in money, in which gold shall 
put on additional e interest paid in 
the scarcer metal will have a greater pur- 
chasing power. ö 

It is hardly necessary at this day to discuss 
the different conditions existing under a 
scarcity of money and under an abundance. 
A scarcity of money produces a decline in the 
values of all other commodities. It paralyzes 
trade. It arrests production. Money being 
scarce, it is hoarded. Money being scarce, 
employment and the distribution of wages 
are reduced; consumption declines. Money 
being scarce, instead of being employed as 
an agent in trade and in production, it be- 
comes itself an object of sale. The scarcity 
produces a general stagnation and bankrupt- 
cy. In everything there is a shrinkage. It 
widens the distance between the rich and the 
poor. The man with money is enriched; the 
man without money is impoverished. 
Labor, land, and other property shrink 
and become inconvertible under the scar- 
city. How different is the case in 
a condition of abundance! Then there is 
an active employment of money in pro- 
duction. Labor and machinery are em- 
ployed, wages are distributed and remunera- 
tive, there is abundance of food, and happi- 
ness and comfort take the place of suffering 
and want. There is not only a sufficiency to 
supply all wants, but a surplus. With an 
abundance of gold and silver coin, there can 
be no general convulsion of business, no 
financial panics and ruin; individuals may 
rise and fall, as they may conduct their 
affairs; but in a country possessing an 
abundance of gold and silver, the property 
of the people, there can be no extended or 
general prostration of credit and business. 

The Kingdom of Hollnad is an illustration 
of the value of an abundant supply of silver. 
and gold. The Dutch have been accumu- 
lating these metals for centuries. They are 
for their number and the extent of their ter- 
ritory the richest people in the world. There 
has not been a bank failure in Holland for 
forty years, and the bank paper has been 
always equivalent to gold. There has never 
been a scarcity of the metals in the country, 
and they have money loaned in all parts of 
the world. Their stock of coin never runs 
low—it is always abundant, and, while all 
other nations may be convulsed with panics, 
Holland maintains her prosperity and her 
wealth without disturbance or diminution. 
The theory that there is too much gold and 
silver in existence, is not only vicious but 
untrue. The world’s supply compared with 
the world’s demand is not excessive, nor is it 
increasing unduly. The attempt to discard 
the silver and reduce the metallic money of 
the world one-half or one-third, is a bold at- 
tempt of the money-holders to use the power 
of Government to enable them to grasp the 


The report of the Silver Commission thus 
closes its review of this point : 

All debts must be paid throngh exaction from 
labor, and the real pressure of dehts 1s measured 
by the prices of the commodities which debtors 
must sell in order to make payment. It is thus 
that the volume of the precious metals determines 
the real pressure of debts by determining the prices 
of commodities. There is a partial exception to 
this in the case of the domestic debts of countries 
in which inconvertible paper is made money by 
force of law. But such paper will liquidate neither 
the individual nor corporate debts of such countries 
which are payable abroad, nor, with rare and un- 
important exceptions, will it liquidate their na- 
tional debts. It is sometimes said that these debts 
are, in fact, discharged, not in gold and silver, but 
in exported products, but this in no degree affects 
the case, as they must be discharged in products 
at prices determined by the volume of gold and eil - 


ver. 
If the proportions of silver and gold in the mon- 


ey of the world be assumed to be equal, the total 
discarding of either metal would diminish the 
amount of money one-half, and double the pres- 
sure of debts. It woulddomore than that while 
the process of diminution was going on, and for 
some time afterward. The proportions of such a 
calamity as that cannot be exuggerated. 

No question more vitally affecting the interests 
and happiness of the human race has ever claimed 
discussion and decision. It is no such question as 
was supposed to exist twenty years ago, when the 
anticipations of the Californian and Australian 
yield were so exaggerated beyond the actual event 
as to create a belief, 
that the stability of 
ues required the demonetization of one 
of the metals. The yield of the two 
mecals since 1848 has not, upon the whole, raised 
the prices of commodities much, if at all, and this 
yield, instead of increasing, has been for several 
years rather decreasing. The danger which 
menaces ie, therefore, not a plethora, but a scarcity 
of money, even if both metals are retained as such. 
But with the demonetization of one of them we 
should Witness a contraction and ecarcity of money 
and fall in prices which, in magnitude and sudden- 
ness combined, has no precedent in the history of 
the world, and in respect to the consequences of 
which we have no adequate experience to guide us. 
The money-stocks of the world were diminished 
after the overthrow of Roman civilization, but 
only by the slow process of current supplies fall- 
ing below current consumption and loss. But the 
general demonetization ef either metal, if carried 
into immediate effect, would destroy at one blow 
one- half the money of the world. 

The demonetization of silver in asingle country, 
or even in several countries, so long as silver re- 
tains 4 substantial position in the monetary circu- 
lation of the world, would prodace effects short, 
of course, of those which would follow its uni- 
versal demonetization. But to act upon the as- 
sumption that silver could maintain such a posi- 
tion, if the United States should finally discard it, 
would be taking reckless chances in a matter too 
momentous to be subjected to any avoidable risk. 

To this is the country urged by the de- 
mand for the reduction of metallic currency 


to the supply of gold only.

The way the protective tariff protects 
American manufacturers is exhibited by our 
trade with Japan. We buy largely of tea, 
silk, and other products of the country, and 
pay for them in—coin. Great Britain sells 
largely of manufactures to Japan, and takes 
her pay in—American gold. ‘The statistics 
show the following as regards the trade of 
the three countries: During the year 1876 
the imports of cotton and woolen fabrics by 
Japan from Engiand amounted to $12,244,- 
683, while her exports to England amounted 
to only $2,566,403. During the same year 
the imporis into Japan from the United 
States amounted to only $1,811,083, while 
her exports to the United States amounted to 
$6,887,307. If the American tariff was re- 
formed so as to remove the tariff taxes on raw 
materials and chemicals used in manufactur- 
ing, this country would quickly run oat the 
English from Japan, and practically monop- 
olize that large, growing, and valuable trade. 
We say, if the tariff; but will Congress 
reform it? 


Mr. Srrtmyc Buty has contemptuously de- 
clined the offers of the United States Gov- 
ernment to come over on this side and be a 
good citizen. He has commended the Com- 
mission to a warm place, and elects to stay 
in British America under the protection of 
his Great Mother, Vicrorra. If Mr. S. Burr 
will only do this, his Great Father in Wash- 
ington will be supremely happy. Nothing 
would suit the people of this country better 
than the assurance thai he will become a 
subject of Great Britian, and confine his 
hair-raising hereafter to British scalps. We 
fear, however, such might not be the case, 
for if ever scalps and p'under become scarce 
on British soil, he would be certain to cross 
the frontier. In that case, however, it would 
be some consolation that we could hold his 
Great Mother responsible for his damages. 


Mr. RicHaRD Situ nurses his Cincinnati 
Gazette up to the following contemplation of an 
important subject: 

The Secretary of the Treasury has instructed the 
Director of the Mint to suspend the receiving of 
silver bullion from private parties to be coined into 
trade dollars. The reason for this is given in a 
letter from the Director in our dispatches. Hold- 
ers of bullion bring to the mint 420 grains of silver. 
which, at the present market price, costs but 94% 
cents in gold, and have it coined a trade-dollar at 
the cost of ly cent. They exchange this even for 
greenbacks which they cau pay for gold at the rate 
of 97.33 cents, thus making a profit of 1% per cent 
without any risk. And they can carry this on with- 
out any Capital. or with at most only a small mar- 
gin. Thie proiit is at the expense of the public. 
And this operation is spreading these silver dollars 
throughout the country, which the banks will 
refuse to receive on deposit payable in 
current money, and when it shall become 
necessary to convert the cannot be 
couverted. If they are to be coimed at all, the 
Government should have this profit by buying the 
bullion and coining them on its own account. But 
it is obvious that if enough of them should be put 
out to enter tuto the circulation, the fact that they 
would not be bankable, and would have no re- 
deemer, would make them uncurrent. This trade 
dollar was invented for the Asiatica. It has 420 
grains of standard silver, which is seven and one- 
half grains more than the old legal-tender dollar. 
lt isa remarkable featare of creat American states- 
manship that we have made a question of national 
salvation of waking a legal-tender silver dollar 
weighing 2 per cent less than the trade dollar, 
which itself is now worth less than onr unredeemed 
greenoack dollar, and whose coinage it bas becoma 
neessary to 1 to prevent its deranging our 
currency by falling to a discount, even unre- 
deemed greenbacks.

EPISCOPALIANS, 
THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 28.—The Episcopal Gen- 
eral Convention to-day concurred in the message 
from the House of Bishops relating to marriage 
with relatives, and the President appointed a 
committee to meet a committee of the House 
of Bishops on the subject. A committee was 
also appointed to consider the subject of adding 
to the Book of Prayer a prayer in Spanish. 

The Committee on the State of the Church 
presented a report referring to the good work 
accomplished during the past three years. 

The number of Bishops now in the Church is 
twenty-eight. , 

Increased effortin the work of the Church 
among the freedmen of the South was recom- 
mended. Also that the Book of Common Prayer 
be used at the opening and close of the exercises 
in Sunday-schools. 

The report, which was adopted, closed with a 
resolution asking the House of Bishops to pre- 
pare a pastoral letter addressed to the various 
dioceses. 

CONVENTION EXPENSES. 

The joint standing Committee on the Ex- 
penses of the Convention reported that the ex’ 
peuses had been reduced $3,000, and that a fur- 
ther decrease could be made by reducing the 
number of copies of the journal, which was not 
appreciated by many clergymen to whom it had 
been sent. The salaries of the Secretaries should 
be paid yearly instead of every three years, and 
eaeh diovese should pay the expenses of its del- 
egates, each delegate to be allowed 82 per aay, 
besides traveling expenses. The report comes 
up for further discussion. 

PROPOSED ORDER OF DEACONESSES. 

The canon adopted by the House of Bishops 
for the creation and government of the pro- 
posed Order of Deaconesses, or Sisters of the 
Church, came up for concurrent action. 

Judge Sheffey, of Virginia, for the Committee 
on Canons, presented a minority report, pro- 
posing that the qualifications of women to en- 
ter the Order be left to the Bishops, and that 
the setting apart of Deaconesses should be by 
a form set forth by the House of Bishops, in- 
stead of being in the contro! of any one Bishop. 

Dr. Morgan Dix, of New York, expressed his 
ovinion that canonical legislation was unneces- 
sary. He could not indorse anything affecting 
the majority report. 

Dr. Clark, of Kentucky, said proper legisla- 
tion was necessary to place the Church in its 
prone position before the world, and declared 

imself in favor of the canon as reported from 
the House of Bishops, as it would serve to pro- 
tect the Church from any discredit. 

Dr. Fulton, of Wisconsin, believed that the 
Sisterhood should be governed by the legisia- 
tion of the Diocesan Conventions, as regarded 
the work of the Order in the respective juris- 


dictions. 
The Bishops of Delaware and Easton, the 
Rev. Henry C. Potter, the Rev. Dr. Dix. Lloyd 


W. Wells, Stephen Smith, and T. P. Nash were 
appointed Trustees of the funds tor widows and 
orphans of deceased clergymen. 

The House of Bishops non-concurred with the 
House of Deputies, setting Wednesday night as 
the time of adjourning the .Convention, and 
asked a committee on conference, which was 
granted. 

LAID ON THE TABLE. 

The propeged organization of the Order of 
Deaconesses or Sisters was further discussed 
and disposed of, as far as the present Conven- 
tion is concerned. The subject came up in the 
form of a canon from the House of Bishops, ac- 
companied by the proposed amendments trom 
the Committee on Canons. The discussion as- 
sumed the form whether or not legislation was 
necessary in the premises. It was finally de- 
cided to lay the whole matter on the table, by 
an yea and nay vote taken by deputations, as 
follows: Clerical geputations, dioceses repre- 
sented, 42; veas, 25; nays, 17; divided, 2. Lav 
deputation, dioceses represented, 32; yeas, 17; 
nays, 13; divided, 2. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

Dr. Schenck, for the Committee on Eclesiasti- 
cai Relations and Religious Reforms, presented 
a report accompanied with resolutions for the 
continuance of the Coramittee. Adopted. 

Also a resolution for the appointment of two 
clencal and two lay deputies to the next Pro- 
vincial Synod of the Church of England in 
Canada. 

Dr. Watson, of North Carolina, for the Commit- 
tee on Canons, presented five reports, as follows: 
Recommending concurrence with the Bishops in 
the repeal of Canon 73, Title 2, and the enact- 
ment of anew Canon of Marriage and Divorce. 
That the printing in the Book of Common 
Prayer of the table of forbidden degrees in mar- 
riage, as it existed in the English Prayer-Book, 
was inexpedient. Placed on calendar. 

On the proposed aniendment of Canon 6, 
Title 1, a resolution for an amendment of the 
canon to provide that in cases where candidates 
for the priesthood had been ministers or theo- 
logical students in other denominations, the 
time they were so occupied shail be considered as 
part (not to excced two years) of the time of 
their candidacy, and that the joint committee 
to consist of three Bishops, three clergymen, 
and three laymen, to be appointed to consider 
the whole subject of the admission of ministers 
of other Christian bodies into the Church. 
Adopted. 

A report recommending the House of Depu- 
ties to concur with the Bishops relative to 
Canon 5, litle 2, in regard to the remuneration 
of the ministry, and recommending concur- 
rent action with the Bishops in the amend- 
ment of Sec. 1, Canon 10, Title 1, relative to 
ministers from foreign couutries, was passed. 

The following messages were received from 
the House of Bishops: 

No. 65, announcing concurrence in the 
amendments to Sec. 2, Canon 11, Title 2, and

No. 67, informing the House of Deputies 
that the Bishops had decided on noon of Thurs- 
day as the time for final adjournment. 

MISSIONS. 

The canon relating to the organization of the 
Board of Missions was taken up and finally 
adopted after a long discussion.

Wuereas, The General Convention has consent 
ed to the erection of a new diocese within the 
hiraite of the Diocese of Illin to be composed of 
all that part of said diocese lying west of the IIli- 
nois River and LaSalle County and south of the 
Counties of Whiteside and Lee, thereby ratifying 
the action of the Diocese ot Illinois taken at the 
Cathedral of 8S. Peter and Paul on the 13th day of 
September, A. D. 1877; 

wo Wuenras, Sec. 1 of Canon 6 of Title 3 of 
the Digest of the Canons directs the Bishop of the 
diocese within the limits of which another is 
formed to call the Primary Convention of the new 
diocese for the purpose of enabling it to organize, 
and aleo to fix the time and place of holding the 
same, such —— being within the territorial limits 
of the new diocese; 

Anp Wuereas, The fifth article of the Consti- 
tution provides that whenever the division of a 
diocese into two or more dioceses shall be ratified 
by the General Convention, each of the dioceses 
shall be subject to the Constitation and Canons of 
the diocese so divided, except as local circum- 
stances may prevent. until the same may be altered 
in either diocese by the Convention thereof:

Syracussg, Oct. 23.—The American Mission- 
ary Association commenced its thirty-first an- 
niversary Convention in this city to-day.

Col. C. G. Hammond, of Chicago, 
presided. 

The report of the Executive Committee shows 
that the educational work of the Association 
has been vigorously prosecuted during the year 
among the color sople South, the Indians 
and the Chinese oi the Western coast. The 
total income from all sources for the 
1 was $200,605; expended and due, 

179,297. A year ago the debt was 
reported at $03,282. It is now $62,816; 
reduction, $80,416. This has been accomplish- 
ed by economy of administration, the reduction 
of appropriations where it could be done with- 
out seriously impairing the efficiency, and by 
realizing from the sale of assets now for the 
first time available. The report makes an 
earnest appeal to the friends of the Association. 
to wipe out the remainder of this indebtedness.

The Dispensations of the State of Illinois 
Daring a Year. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 23.—Advance sheets 
are out to-day of the report of the State Board of 


Public Charities for the year ending the Ist 


ust. It reviews the operations of the State 
institutions for the year, and shows a decrease 
inthe total and in the average ordinary ex- 
penses of the institutions, an increase in the 
number of inmates, and a very large increase 
in the surplus at the end ot the year. The ordi- 
nary expenses of 
were $458,791.01, 
1877, of $6,708.37, of the expenses of the past 
vear $23,859.51 was outstanding and unpaid at 
the close of the year, viz.: bills, $23,645.43; or- 
ders, $194.08. The money was on hand, how- 
ever, to meet this indebtedness, and the year 
closed without a deficiency in any of 
the institutions. The surplus Oct. 1, 
after the payment of all indebtedness 
outstanding, was $60,664.31; the sarplus Sept. 
30, 1877, was $100,231.06,—an increase of $39,- 
567.65. Of this surplus $69,916.47 was in the 
hands of the local Treasurers, and $50,315.49 in 
the State Treasury supject to the draft of the 
institutions, this amount of indebtedness baving 
accrued on special appropyiation account. 
The number of days’ board furnished w- 
mates in 1877 was 758,852: in 1876 
it was 754,427, or a daily average of 2,079, 
against 2,061, an increase of 18 in the average 
number of imaates. The per capita cost in 
1876 was $237.16. In 1877 it was $231.78; a de- 
crease of $5.38,—about 10 cents a week, the 
weekly cost during 1877 having been $4.45. The 
report is of considerable length, and covers a 
vast array of figures.

NAUTICAL MISHAPS. a 

The body of a man was picked up about twelve 
miles from Leamington, Saturday morning, by two 
men in a small boat, and taken into that port, 
where it was buried Saturday evening. The body 
was well dressed, but no papers were found by 
which it could be identified, On one of the arms 
there had been pricked in India ink the figure of a 
woman danc'ng, holding a wreath over her head: 
on the little finger of the left hand a small gold 
ring, and in the bosom of the shirt a small gold 
stad. It was thought that he might have been lost 
from one of the vessels that were wrecked during 
the storm of two weeks ago. Another body was 
seen at the same time that the first was discovered, 
but those in the small boat were unable to rescue 
it, owing tothe rough state of the weather. 

Sunday afternoon the schr Mary Jane, while at- 
tempting to make Toledo, ran hard aground about 
a mile east of Turtle Light. The Jane, loaded 
with 17,500 bu of barley from Toronto, consigned 
to Young & Backus, of Toledo, wae out in the 
storm Friday «rd — vee and was roughly 
handled. Saturday considerable of her canvas was 
blown away, her masts injured, and steering ap- 
paratus broken. While in this plight she drifted 
ont of the channel and run onshore near Turtle 
Light. A heavy sea was running at the time, and 
she was put hard on, standing up about four feet 
above the water line. Sunday afternoon the schr 
Capron went down to lighten her, and, ff possible, 
= her out of her unpleasant predicament. It is 
earea that her cargo has been partially destroyed. 

Capt. William Mack, of the wrecked echr Ma- 
deira, arrived home at Oswego, from Long Port, 
Thursday evening. He reports the Madeira’s 
cabin under water. They succeeded in saving 
three jibs and the gafftopsailse in good order, and 
also the panning gear. contract has been made 
with parties at Long Point to save the balance of 
the rigging, blocks, etc. 
chains have been buoyed, they having been shipped 
when the vessel d red ontothe beach. The Cap- 
tain thinks they will eventually be recovered. 

The schr yacht John Bender, Jr., of Toledo, 
heavily laden with lager-beer and bound to Black 
River from that port, was wrecked about four 
miles from Toledo, east of Cedar Point lighthouse, 
Saturday afternoon. A terrible gale had deen 
blowing all day. The mainmast was torn out of 
the Bender, hercabin was blown away, and she 
was turned upside down in the lake. The tug 
Myrtie, which was fortunately lying under Cedar 
Point, went to the rescue and saved the Bender's 
crew. 

The prop Milwaukee, in making the dock at 
Put-in-Bay, Sunday. ran into the stmr Waite and 
broke the latter's wheel, smashed in her bulwarks, 
and damaged her so that she was compelled to 
transfer her passengers to the Milwaukee, which 
took them to Toledo.

WOOD'S MUSEUM. 


This Resort Discovered in Flames 
at 6 O'Clock Yesterday 
Morning. 


Total Destruction of the Audito- 
rium and Scorching of the 
Museum. 


Total Loss About $50, 000--- Details of 
Lesses and Insurance. 


THE MUSEUM. 
A NEEDLESS THEATRE ABOLISHED. 

No more will the brass ban i, perched on the 
second-story portico of Wood’s Museum, 
‘rend the general ear with horrid noige.’’ No 
more will the unsophisticated youth from the 
rural regions wander avout the place 
looking at the free picture gallery 
onthe outer walls, nor enter its classic pre- 
cincts to see the real and the stuffed animals, or 
the old-fashioned, simon-pure, blood-and-thun- 
der drama, or listen to the wishy-washy stuff 
dignified by the name of a variety performance. 
The Museum is a mass of ruins—a relic of 
the past; a victim: to the, ravages 
of the fire-fiend. The lastshow was given Mon- 
day night, when Jules Keen, as Chris, split the 
ears of the groundlings with his German char- 
acter delineations, and the recular variety people 
brought up their end of the show to the 
unfeigned delight of their audience. To-day 
they are out of a job, their wardrobes have gone 
up in smoke, and they are contemplating the 
uncertainty of human affairs in general, and 
complaining bitterly of their own sad fate in 
particular. At three minutes before 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning an alarm was turned in from 
Box 43, at the corner of Monroe and 
Dearborn streets, and in ope short hour 
the Museum was a mingled mass of blackened 
walls, burned pieces of timber, wet plaster and 
lath, roasted curiosities, and singed dresses, or 
the merest shreds thereof, smoke-begrimed, 
crisp, and ready to crumble away at the slight- 
est touch. At the time mentioned, a clerk in 
the St. Elmo happened to step into the alley in 
the rear of the restaurant and 

OBSERVED SMOKE ISSUING 
from one of the upper windows in the north 
wall of the Museum building. A private watch- 
man was called, and the result of his investiga- 
tions was that he turned in the aforesaid alarm 
without loss of time. The firemen were soon 
on the ground. Perceiving that it was a 
bi zer job than they had bargained for, 
a second and third alarm were sounded, 
and several companies were soon at work trying 
to subdue the flames. ‘Their efforts te prevent 
the spread of the fire were attended with suc 
cess, butthe Museum itself was doomed. Only 
the bare walls and thedebris inclosed between 
them were left. Through the walls could be 
seen the charred remains of what had once been 
balconies and galleries. A dense atmosphere of 
smoke filled. tne ruins, although au 
oceasional smoldering pillar served to light 
up to the interior. The stage had given place 
toamass of ashes and cinders, and the walls 
themselves presented uncomfortable evidences 
of a strong desire to topple over. ‘The fire did 
not get below the seco floor, but the water 
and smoke were everywhere, doing irreparable 
damage. Chapin & Gore, the liquor 
dealers on the first floor, suffered most in 
a pecuniary way. But the spot on 
which ali eyes were fastened was the south end 
of the building, where 
THE MUSEUM PROPER 

was located. Two or three of the pipemen had 
mounted to the windows, where they were 
greeted by the growls of two black bears, who had 
evidently broken from their cages iu their savage 
desperation, and stood jiooking out on the scene 
below, debating, 1 whether it were best to 
make another break and leap to the pavement. 
So flerce were they, that the firemen gave all 
idea of tiberating them aud retreated. When 
the fire was ont the bodies of these ferocious 
pets were found crouching close to the bars of 
the ceils, tierce even in death. The inhabitants 
of all the other cages—the birds, foges, and all 
the various etcetera that can be gathered to- 
gether in a building of this sort—had all 
perished except a poor white rabbit, which was 
found to be just alive, and no more. It was 

uickly removed, and the fresh air revived it.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Sketch of Its Origin and Progress, by the 
Hon, Thomas Hoyne. 

The Hon. Thomas Hoyne has just issued, in 
the form of a pamphlet of nearly one hundred 
pages, an historical sketch of the origin and 
foundation of the Chicage Public Library. Mr. 
Hoyne possesses especial advantages for the 
preparation of such a work, inasmuch as be was 
instrumental in carrying out the necessary initia- 
tory work, and possesses agreat part of the 
original documents and correspondence. The 
volume is very neatly gotten up, being printed 
in large type on fine white paver, aud is alto- 
gether a very creditable production. 

In his introduction, the author claims, what 
few will be found to deny, that the foundation 
of the Chicago Public Library was an event of 
such importance in the history of the munic- 
ipality as to 
JUSTIFY THE 


FACTS 
concerning ita origin. Wisely, also, he holds 
that there is no time like the present, while the 
proper data can all be reached, and the state- 
ments made verified by competent witnesses. 
He pays a graceful compliment to the geutle- 
man who was Mayor of the city at the time the 
library was founded; to the Chicago press, 
which so heartily encouraged the first Board of 
Directors in their work; and to the foreign and 
domestic contributors to the library. A synop- 
sis, necessarily brief, of the historical part of 
the work is appended. 

The author says 

THE FIRST REALLY EFFECTIVE MOVEMENT 
ever made towards the foundation of a free 
Public Library in Chicago arose out of the very 
memorable desire of Thomas Hughes and his 
distinguished associates in England to found a 
new library”? in Chicago, as a mark of En- 

lish sympathy,’’ immediately after the great 

re of Uctober, 1871. The reading-room itself 
was a rudely improvised structure. It was raised 
in technical violation of the citv ordinances,over 
the present City-Hall, in which is now accommo- 
dated the library of the Law Institute. Its 
construction in that locality was suggested be- 
cause of its immediate connection witn the so- 
called “ iron tank,“ sixty feet in diameter, by 
an elevation of thirty, supported on top of a 
stone tower 100 feet in height, which had long 
before been disused as a distributing water- 
reservoir in the South Division of the city. Its 
security against fire was deemed impregnable. 
In this, as a ae ar goed or vault, for safe keep- 
ing, was collected and arranged on shelving, 
auring the years 1873-73, some 12,000 or 13,000 
volumes of the books received from the English 
contributions and elsewhere. 

THE FIRST PUBLIC MEETING 

for the purpose of suggesting plans for the 
formation of a free library was held at Plymouth 
Congregational Church (now St. Mary's Catho- 
lic Church), on the corner of Wabash avenue 
and Eldridge court, on the evening of Jan. 8, 
1872. Mr. Hoyne presided, and speeches were 
made by the Hon. E. C. Larned and others. 
At this meeting twenty gentlemen were ap- 
ointed a committee to prepare the necessary 
egislation, an as 4 result, they 
presented three bills, differing somewhat 
as to their minor provisions, which were sub- 
mitted to a sub-committee, which reported at a 
second meeting, held in the Citv-Hall, Satur- 
day evening, Jan. 20, 1872. The Free Library 
bill“ as presented by them met with unanimous 
approval, and was passed by the State Legis- 
lature in the following March. 

The bill authorized the establishment by the 
City Council of any incorporated city of a Pub- 
lic Library and Reading Room, and the levying 
of a tax not to exceed one mill on 
the dollar annually (in cities of over 
100,000 inhabitants of one-fifth of a mill) on all 
the taxable property in the city. It provided 
for the appointment by the Mayor, with the 
— of the Council, of Line Directors, to 
hold office for one, two, and three years, one- 
third retiring annually. All libraries estab- 
lished under the act are to be forever free to all 
citizens, and the Board of Directors are called 
upon to present an annual report of the condi- 
tion of their trust to the City Council. 

IN CONFORMITY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF 

THE BILL, 

on Monday, March 18, 1872, Mayor Medill sent 
an ordinance to the Common Council establish- 
ing the Chicago Publig Librarv, which was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee of the Coun- 
cil. This Committee reported favorably upon 
the ordinance at a meeting of the Council held 
on the evening of April 1, 1872, when it was 
unanimously passed and the Library thereby 
established under act of Legislature here given. 
The ordinance was signed by the Mayor April 
3, 1872. On April 8, 1872, the Mayor presented 
the Common Council the names of the follow- 
ing gentlemen to constitute the first Board of 
Directors, the nominations being confirmed by 
the Council: Thomas Hoyne, 8. 8. Hayes, R. 
F. Queal, J. W. Sheahan, D. L. Shorey, Her- 
mann Raster, Willard Woodard, Elliott An- 
thony, Julius Rosenthal. 

Mr. Hoyne was elected President of the 
Board, and the Common Council authorized 
the Board of Public Works to construct a tem- 
porary reading-room in the second story of 
the City-Hall, lle and Adams streets. The 
formal opening. of this reading-room took 
place Jan. 1, 1873, on which occasion a large 
number of the most prominent citizens were 
present. 

THB NUCLEUS OF THE LIBRARY 

was the gift of distinguished English authors, 
who, in response to acircular bearing the names 
of Queen Victoria, the Right Hon. William E. 
Gladstone,then Premier, the Lord Chancellor of 
England, the Duke of Argyle, Mr. Carlyle, Mr. 
Disraeli, and many others equally famous, 
poured in their contributions. Many of the 
volumes bore the autographs of their authors, 
and the Board were enabled on the opening day 
to state that they nad already over 3,000 
volumes ontheir shelves. Many leading citizens 
of Chicago contributed liberally, although their 
resources had been greatly diminished by the 
fire, which swept away also the Academy of 
Sciences, the 9 of Design, all the 
treasures of the Historical Society. 

On the second Monday in June, 1872, the Di- 
rectors presented the report of their work up to 
the lst of that month. They stated) that up to 
that date 50,038 visitors had used the reading- 
room, and that 33,986 periodicals had been is- 
sued. The number of volumes on hand had in- 
creased to 6,852, the pamphlets to 3,222, and the 
newspapers and periodicals to 11,822. Of these, 
5,784 volumes came as gifts from the people of 
England, Germany, France, Ireland, and Scot- 
land, over 1,000 from the Hon. Thomas Hughes 
(Tom Brown) and some friends, while citizens 
of Chicago contributed 2,500. A year later 
there were 20,000 volumes on the shelves. 
N. the Board of Directors had found

if accommodation was to be provided for a cir- 
culating library, as well as for a reading-room. 
An attempt was made to arrange for a transfer 
of city property to the United States in Ex- 
change for the old Post-Office building (now the 
Adelphi Theatre), but the negotiations were 
necessarily protracted. The Board ‘therefore 
rented rooms on the southeast corner of Wa- 
bash avenue and Madison street at an expense 
of $5,000 per annum, and the Library depart- 
ment was opened to the public May 1, 1874. 
The services of Mr. William Poole 
were secured, and that gentleman Still 
acts as Librarian, although temporarily absent 
in England on business connected with the Li- 
brary. The Library was removed to its present 
quarters on Dearborn street May 1, 1875,—a con- 
siderabie saving in rent, fuel, and lighting be- 
ing made by the change. g 

Mr. Hoyne’s last annual report was presented 
in June, 1875, and in the month of October fol- 
lowing he resigned his position as a Director 
and President of the Board. Prior to this time 

THE COLVIN CROWD 
had gotten possession of the City Government 
and the City Council, the majority in which, 
like Gallio, “cared for none of these things.“ 
cut down the appropriation more 
than one-half. The sum of $6,300 was charged 
up against the Library Fund on account of the 
Gage defalcation, and altogether tne Libra 
was in hard luck. Many property-owners ha 
defaulted on their taxes for 1872, 1878, and 1874, 
aud the Librarv suffered with the other city instſ. 
tutions. It became necessary to quit purchasin 
new books, and to reduce the number of period- 
icals and newspapers materially.

FEARFUL SHIPWRECK. 


The English Vessel Eten Lost on a 
Rock in the Pacific. 


Her Majesty’s Steamship Amethyst 
Refuses to Rescue the Pas- 
sengers. 


Great Less of Life, and Terrible Suffer- 
ings of the Survivors. 


The Lima journal Merewrio contains the fol- 
lowing account, dated at Vilos, in Chili, of the 
wreck of the Pacific Steam Navigating Com- 
pany's mail packet Eten, and the strange pro- 
ceedings of the English war vessel Amethyst: 

After a tempestuous and dark night of diffi- 
cult navigation the second officer, Mr. Stephen- 
son, was relieved on deck by the first officer at 
4 o'clock on the morning of Sunday, the 16th of 
July, and at 5:40 the vessel 

STRUCK ON A SUNKEN ROCK, 
forming part of a little islet situated about 500 
metres from the coast, and four miles north of 
the mouth of the River Chaopa. The highest 
part of this islet, which is nothing but a rock, 
is eight metres above the level of the sea at low 
tide, and capable of giving room to about eighty 
persons standing close together. This crag was 
soon destined to become the theatre of terrible 
sufferings, physical as well as moral. As cus- 
tomary on such occasions, all was panic and con- 
fusion after the Eten struck. Lamentations, 
women screaming and praying, men groaning, 
blanched cheeks and looks of despair, formed a 
picture which the survivors of the catastrophe 
shudder to think of. The Captain and his of- 
ficers tried.in vain to tranquillize the terror- 
stricken passengers and restore something like 
order, but finally they sucveeded in getting 
some sixty on the highest part of the bows. 
There they passed about half an hour, when, 
dreadful to relate, the ship 
SUDDENLY BROKE IN TWO, 

and every one was precipitated into the watery 
abyss. Meanwhile, the stern, yielding to the 
force of the waves, gradually ap roached the 
point of the rock, and between filty and sixty 
untortunates succeeded in obteining a footing 
upon it by means ofa plank. At the same mo- 
ment that refuge was sought upon the rocks, 
another dreadful scene was enacted upon the 
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vessel’s poop. An attempt was made to lower 
the life-boat from the davits where it was hang- 
ing on the quarter. It was instantly crowded 
with pallid, trembling wretches, impelled by a 
blind instinct of self-preservation to try to 
escape death by rushing into its very jaws. 
Most of them only forestalled their fate, for in 
the hurry and confusion one end of the boat was 
lowered whilst the other remained stationary, 
owing, probably, to the fouling of the tackle. 
All who could not hold on to the thwarts were 
precipitated into the sea 
AND PERISHED. 

Those who remained at last cut the tackle, and 
the boat was swept away, reaching, wonderful 
to say, the shore with six men and two women 
init. They were the third officer, a Swede and 
a Peruvian sailor, Adrian de la Fuente, Ramon 
Santa Cruz, Vlegario Sepulveda (passengers), 
and the women Stamford and Maria Vicuna. 

On gaining the strand on aspot inclused by 
rocks they were confronted by an infuriated 
bull, from which they escaped with difficulty 
alter it had gored two of the party. Mean- 
while those who had saved themselves on the 
islet or rock began to eutertain hopes of being 
rescued, listening cagerly tothe Captain as be 
told them that the seafaring inhabitants of the 
coast would soon come to their assist- 
ance. Indeed, at that moment there 
was no danger, for although the sea 
was rough the tide was low. En- 
deavors were made to construct rafts with 
planks washed within reach. The largest broke 
adrift when completed, and on a small one two 
seamen, who, strange to say, could not swim, 
gained the mainiand as by a miracle. As 
time wo-e on matters began to 

CHANGE FOR THE WORSE. 

The wind increased, and the waves, with the 
rising tide, dashed against the windward side 
of the rock; the individuals most within their 
reach pressed inward, and gradually pushed 
those on the opposite edge into the water. The 
second officer, Mr. Stephenson, the carpenter, 
four Engiish and six Chilian and Peruvian 
sailors, realizing the imminent peril of the sit- 
uation, stripped and swam for the shore, which 
they reached, with the exception of one, after a 
desperate struggle with the angry elements. 
Nor would several have been saved, so ex- 
hausted were they, had not Don Jose 
Guerra, a Chilian gentleman, bravely ridden 
his horse into the surf, and by a dexterous use 
of his lasso drawn them out one by one. About 
an hour afterward the Captain, followed by the 
purser and other employes, made a similar at- 
tempt without undressing, the consequence be- 
ing that they sank before the eyes of the afllict- 
ed group. who watched their agonizing struggles 
from the fatal rock, and doubtless beheld then 
what would probably be their own fate. This 
group had diminished from about sixty to twen- 
ty or thirty persons, and so they passed the 
night. On Monday, July 16, the shore was cov- 
ered with people brought together from the 
surrounding country by the news of the ship- 
wreck. They took little heed of the tragedy 
that was enacting upon the rock 

GIVING THEMSELVES UP TO DRUNKENNBSS 
and the plunder of the wreckage which strewed 
the shore in every form, including barrels of 
wine, spirits, and beer. hese lawless excesses 
continued from half-past 3 to the end of the 
catastrophe. Such scenes would, under other 
circumstance, have hardly been surprising, but 
they became hideous and sickening when oc- 
curring within afew bundred yards of the hor- 
rible suffering on the rock. Onits black sum- 
mit, standing out in relief against a gray. and 
threatening hcrizon, was a knot of despairing 
creatures, who for thirty-four hours had neither 
ate, drank, nor rested, and this in the midst of 
the most acute mental agonies and physical 
suffering, for the waves as the tide rose and fell 
threatened more or less to wash them from 
their precarious footing. At last the gloom 
of another night began to envelop the melan- 
choly scene, and as men lay down to 
sleep they rayed for the vietims on the 
rock, or asked each other if they could survive 
until the morning. As Tuesday dawned al) 
eyes were turned to seaward; as the light be- 
came stronger there could be descried a dark 
body apparently forming part of the rock, but 
it Sonn moved, and showed by the waving of 
some pieces of linen that 

HOPE WAS NOT QUITE EXTINCT. 

The Eten’s life-boat, which as related had 
saved seven persons, lay on the rocks shattered, 
and near it a smaller. one, not seawortliy cer- 
tainly, but still not absolutely useless. Mr. 
Stephenson, second officer, who only forty-two 
hours before had narrowly escaped a watery 
crave, aided by a brave Frenchman, succeeded 
in persuading three Chilian fishermen to join 
them ia an attempt to establish a communpica- 
tion with the rock, and, entering the boat men- 
tioned above, were launchea into the 
breakers, only to be drawn back after a gal- 
lant struggle to proceed, which nearly cost them 
their lives. The last endeavor made to save the 
castaways was in the shape of a raft, consisting 
of boards lashed to a large cask, which it was 
proposed to float from a prominent reef of rocks 
on the north of the strand, so as to be carried 
by the wind and the current toward the rock, 
and within their reach.

Flags of distress were quickly displayed. In 
a few minutes five waved on the edge of the 
water, with a large red one half-mast on a lofty 
pole planted upon a hillock, in order that 
the Amethyst might see it better. The 
steamer moved toward the spot, and 
every bosom, even perhaps of the most de- 
praved, palpitated with the ho that de- 
liverance had come at last. he doomed 
ones on the rock likewise seemed to ho for 
they waved something white, apparently a 
woinan’s petticoat. The Amethyst bore up to 
within about three miles of the place, appeared 
to stop a minute, and then steered south, 
‘*Unfortunates,” the Afercurio proceeds to say 
in concluding ithe particle, “the last means of 
Saivation, the last hope, had disappeared. I 
half-past 12 o’clock in the — The wind 
freshens.

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WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN so LAMENTABLE. 
That the sea was not of a terrible nature is 
evident from the statements of the carpenter 


of the Amet — not having done anything that 
when she reached the scene of the wreck there 
was not a human being upon the rock. There 
were, however, at least a dozen. 

The next day (Wednesday), the 18th of July 
the Amethyst again hove in sight, and some of 
the survivors of the Eten, who were on their 
way to the Town of Los Vilos in a small boat 
which had becn cast upon the strand from the 
wreck, tried to intercept ber, but she left with- 
out communicating with the shore. rst 
to last the Eten’s people held no communication 
with the Amethyst or any of her officers. Fi- 
nally it was a Chilian man-of-war, the Chacahu- 
co, which arrived soon after the Amethyst left, 
that took them on board. They were: Mr. 
Stephenson, second officer of the Eten; Kennet, 
third: Brown, carpenter; the second steward; 


four quartermasters; the on gad tee ae and 
a stoker named William Clarke.
